Sir: — In  compliance  with  tlie  provisions  of  the  provisions  of 
I  lie  (Nmstitntion  and  paragraph  18  of  Section  3801  of  the  Po- 
lilicjil  Code,  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  of  Montana,  have 
t  Ik'  lujnor  to  snhnrit  their  Tenth  Annnal  Report.

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and 
Paragraph  13  of  Section  3S01  of  the  Political  (NmIc.  ilic  State 
JJoard  of  Equalization  of  jMontana  liavc  tlic  lioiior  to  submit 
their  eleventh  Annual  Report. 

On  the  ICth.,  day  of  Juh%  1900,  in  coui]»lian(('  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  3738  of  the  Political  Code,  the  r.oai-d  met 
in  session  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  railroads  and  the  ('(lual- 
ization  of  other  assessments;  and  for  the  transacti(»n  of  such 
other  business  as  might  he  properly  consid(\red  and  brought 
before  them.

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JiECOMMENDATIONS. 

Ill  (lie  Nimli  Animal  Keport  of  the  State  Boai'd  of  Eqiializ- 
;iii(iii  iiiiiiicioiis  recomuiemlatioDS  were  made  for  changes  in 
iln'  law  governinu  the  assessment  and  taxation  of  property. 
Tile  need  I'nv  (lie  atloption  of  those  recommendations  now  is  just 
as  ])i-essiug  as  then,  and  \\'ithout  expressly  incorporating  tliem 
in  iliis  report,  we  suggest  that  these  recommendations  be  con- 
siilcicd  by  tile  Legislative  Assemblj^,  and  that  they  receive 
such  consideration  as  their  merit  demands.  Since  then  the 
Supreme  Court  lias  passed  upon  tlie  provisions  of  the  consti- 
tution and  the  laws  in  existence  in  respect  to  tlie  power  of  the 
State  lioard  of  Equalization  in  e(iualizing  values  without  tran- 
scending the  aggregate  of  the  assessment  of  all  the  counties  in 
the  State.  The  conditions  that  now  prevail  under  the  law 
make  it  impossible  to  secure  uniformity  of  assessment  in  the 
different  counties.  Values  of  the  same  classes  of  property 
dilfer  in  the  different  counties  without  any  reason  therefor,  and 
to  effect  an  equalization  of  such  values  the  plain  provisions  of 
the  law  are  violated  when  the  attemut  to  equalize  is  undertaken 
by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization.  To  remedy  this  glaring 
defect  in  the  law  governing  the  assessment  of  property,  and  to 
ubviate  the  effect  of  the  holding  of  the  Supreme  Court  an  amend- 
ment to  the  constitution  should  be  submitted  to  the  people  au- 
thorizing the  State  Board  of  E(iualization  to  effectively  per- 
form the  work  of  equalization. 

^y('  would  especially  recommend  that  House  Bill  No.  87  of 
tlie  I'iftli  Legislative  Assembly  be  repealed.  This  request  was 
presented  to  the  Sixth  Legislative  Assembly  but  ignored.  A 
ronstitutional  officer  charged  with  the  duty  of  assessing  prop- 
ciiy  should  perform  this  dnty.  Re  is  better  qualified  to  per- 
roiiii  this  task  than  is  a  Board  of  Appraisers  whose  opportun- 
ities to  discliarge  this  duty  are  necessarily  limited,  especially 
in  the  matter  of  time.  The  expenses  incurred  through  the  ac- 
tion of  such  board  are  unwarranted.  The  existence  of  such  a 
law  divests  the  county  assessor  of  most  of  his  authority  to  as- 
sess property.  Jt  consid(M'ably  increases  the  cost  of  assess- 
iiMiit  without  any  corresponding  benefit.    The  assessor  is  prim- 
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arily  charged  with  the  duty  of  assessing  property,  and  no  rea- 
son is  furnished  why  legislation  of  this  kincl  sliould  ])revail  in 
certain  counties  to  preclude  hiiu  from  performing  this  duty. 

\\'ithout  referring  specially  (<>  the  several  recommendations 
contained  in  our  Ninth  Annual  report  at  tlie  risk  of  i-eitera- 
tion,  we  respectfully  urge  their  consideration.  'IMie  necessity 
for  their  adoption  arises  from  defects  manifesting  themselves 
to  the  Board  while  in  the  performance  of  its  duties.
